Commissioner of Patents 

1 . The reply filed 4/22/2002 to the sequence letter mailed 3/15/2002 is not fully responsive to the prior 
Office action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide 
and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). However, this application fails to 
comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 1.821 through 1.825 for the following reasons: M I C) 

A) The instant specification does not comply with 37 C.F.R.§ 1.821 (d) which requires a reference to 
a particular sequence identifier (SEQ ID NO:) be made in the specification and claims wherever a reference 
is made to that sequence. See M.P.E.P. 2422.04. Correction is required. 

B) The declaration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.821(f) filed April 22, 2002, is deficient , as it does not state 
that the paper and CRF sequence listings do not include new matter. Correction is required. 

2. Applicant is also invited to check that the positions of the amino-acids (for example S25-R33 in claim 
2) match the SEQ ID in the claim. 
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As stated in the former sequence letter: 

"It is also brought to the attention of the Applicants that the instant specification does not comply with 
37 C.F.R.§ 1.821 (d) which requires a reference to a particular sequence identifier (SEQ ID NO:) be made in 
the specification and claims wherever a reference is made to that sequence. See M.P.E.P. 2422.04 

Where sequence information is provided in the specification, it should be referred to by a SEQ ID 
number. See 37 CFR 1.821 (d): Where the description or claims of a patent application discuss a sequence 
listing that is set forth in the "Sequence Listing 1 ' in accordance with paragraph (c) of this section, reference 
must be made to the sequence by use of the assigned identifier, in the text of the description or claims, even 
if the sequence is also embedded in the text of the description or claims of the patent application. "
